
County's NHS trust still needs to improve 


DORSET’S NHS trust has been found to still 
require improvement after being inspected for 
a second time in less than 12 months. 

The largest provider of healthcare in Dorset was 
graded as ‘requires improvement’ in a report by the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC) in October last year. 

Dorset Healthcare University NHS Foundation 
Trust received the same rating in a report published 
this month, however, inspectors found that improve¬ 
ments had been made to minor injuries units and com¬ 
munity mental health services for children and young 
people, which were rated ‘good’. 

The report stated: “We found the trust had made im¬ 
provements to the services where we had identified 
concerns during our comprehensive inspection in 
June 2015. However, the overall rating for the trust 
remains ‘requires improvement’ as some of the work 
in services had not yet been completed. 

“Improvements were particularly evident in the 
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minor injuries units and child and adolescent mental 
health services. Both of these had received a rating of 
‘inadequate’ for safe in our June inspection. Follow¬ 
ing this inspection, we have changed the ratings to 
‘good’ overall for these services.” 

But inspectors said that more work was needed to 
address issues in community mental health care for 
adults and older people, but concluded that the trust 
had made considerable progress over the past year. 

The report noted: “Improvements were also found 
in the older people’s mental health wards and the long 
stay rehabilitation wards which led to their ratings 
also being changed to ‘good’. 

“However, community mental health services for 
adults of working age, older people and the crisis 


teams had not made such progress. Although some 
progress had been made, many of the issues that we 
had found previously were still present. The ratings 
for these services remained the same as requires im¬ 
provement. 

“The trust had made considerable progress since our 
last inspection, however, the lack of progress in com¬ 
munity mental health services meant that although 
four services had their ratings changed to ‘good’, the 
overall trust rating of ‘requires improvement’ remains 
the same. We will continue to monitor the trusts ac¬ 
tions to address those concerns.” 

Despite the rating remaining the same, Fiona 
Haughey, director of nursing and quality, said the re¬ 
port showed the trust was heading in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

She said: “This report is very encouraging. It 
demonstrates that we have tackled the issues identi¬ 
fied by the CQC last year, and made substantial im¬ 



provements which are benefiting patients across 
Dorset. We know there is more which needs to be 
done, and work is already well under way to address 
those areas which are not progressing as fast as they 
could. Our staff are focused on continually improving 
the quality of services to our patients, and we are de¬ 
lighted the CQC report shows we are on an upward 
curve.”

• TELL us a bit about what you do with Love 
Learning? 

When I came across Love Learning I thought that 
songwriting might be a good fit alongside the 
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Hayward & Co unveil new development plans for trading estate 


NEW plans for the 'regeneration' of Bridport's 
South West Quadrant - including St Michael's 
Trading Estate - have been unveiled to town 
councillors. 

Owner of the site Clive Hayward and colleague 
Martin Ridley presented their current plans to 
members of the town council's planning com¬ 
mittee before meetings and presentations to En¬ 
terprise St Michael's, the Neighbourhood Plan 
steering group, Bridport Business Chamber and 
public consultation. 

The outline plans include a mixed use for the 
site, 51 houses and 44 flats, with flats above com¬ 
mercial spaces which would be for light indus¬ 
trial estate. 

Mr Ridley said: "It is not just about develop¬ 
ment, it is also about regeneration and what that 
involves can be a bit more complex than just de¬ 
velopment." 

The owners received outline planning permis¬ 
sion for the site in 2012 but following the Lilliput 
Building having a new listing from English Her¬ 
itage, an amended application has been com¬ 
piled. 

The plans at this stage are draft but an applica¬ 
tion will soon be submitted to West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

Mr Ridley added: "It will be a hybrid because it 
will have outline for the majority of it, but it will 
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have detail level of drawings for the listed build¬ 
ing. In the process of doing that we have been 
thinking quite hard about this issue with how 
the development links in to conservation and 
how we can achieve the right balance and it is 
quite a difficult thing to do. 

"To do the development but also retain the 
things that need to be retained, reinforcing the 
character, grain and pattern of the South West 
Quadrant, which I think we are achieving. 

"The challenge for us is to make the most out 
of that space, it is constraining, there is no room 
for manoeuvre and the challenge is how the site 
will work given those 


"At the end of the day the planning authority 
could be faced with having to weigh a number 
of things in the balance. 

"If we are ultimately convinced there are bene¬ 
fits associated with this scheme, if the housing 
delivers a capital that could be reinvested in 
those historic buildings, that is the principle that 
underpins the local plan policy. 

"We want to see the best of those historic 
buildings and if redeveloping half the site to do 
that then that will be ticking a box. Inevitably on 
a site that is as constrained as this, there are in¬ 
evitably going to be a number of compromises. 

"Ultimately we would want 35 per cent afford¬ 
able housing, but for arguments sake we only 
get 30 per cent, we have to weigh all these 
things in the balance and if at the end of the day 


we still feel the benefit to the site, the town as a 
whole, we might end up striking that sort of 
compromise."

Youth services are being managed 
by Active Learning Somerset (ALS), 
a not-for-profit organisation that de¬ 
livers services for teenagers and chil¬ 
dren, which took over and runs many 
youth clubs in Somerset after ser¬ 
vices there closed. 

Previous youth workers are being 
employed so regular attendees at 
youth club will have continuity. 

Cllr Ros Kayes, chairman of the 
trust, said: “We are all really pleased 
that ALS have been able to step up to 
the plate and provide youth club 
again so quickly. 

“We have huge plans for the centre 
but the number one priority has been 
keeping youth club going so the 
young people don’t see a loss of ser¬ 
vice. 


“We start on Friday and hope to 
start a Wednesday club as soon as 
possible too. 

“This is all down to the town coun¬ 
cil who have paid for a session a 
week of youth club but I would also 
like to thank all the people and or¬ 
ganisations who have been raising 
money for the centre. 

“We have got a great management 
plan in place and the trustees are rar¬ 
ing to go. Friday night will be the 
first night of a new start for Bridport 
Youth Centre.” 

Zena Hodgson from ALS said they 
were delighted to be working with 
Bridport Youth and Community 
Trust and the youth centre staff to re¬ 
open the youth club doors. 

She said: “It is great to be working 
alongside such a dedicated youth 
work team and we are all really look¬ 
ing forward to welcoming the young 
people back to the youth club this 
Friday.” 

Initially the club will run on Fri¬ 
days from 7pm to 9pm.

"The course contained a good mixture of discussion 
and meditation practice, with Lucy creating a comfort¬ 
able, relaxed and friendly atmosphere to learn and 
practice in. 

"The group was a nice size, with us all becoming a 
close unit by the end and we all supported each other 
during the sessions with advice and sharing experi¬ 
ences. 

"The meditations have helped me enormously with 
coping with anxious feelings and has allowed me to be¬ 
come more mindful and accepting of my emotions. 

"I feel more energised and calmer since completing 
the course and it's given me great strength knowing I 
have added a valuable practice to my coping toolbox. 
I can't recommend this course enough. Many thanks." 

The course costs £180 for the 8 weeks with some 
partly funded places available for Lyme Regis residents 
via Lyme Net.

Bus strikes could go on until Christmas 


BUS strikes could continue until Christmas as Unite, 
the union representing the striking drivers, has with¬ 
drawn from arbitration talks with AC AS. 

Representatives from Unite had previously agreed 
to take part in the talks - designed to bring a resolu¬ 
tion to the ongoing pay dispute between First and 
more than 110 of its Bridport and Weymouth drivers 
- but now claim First bosses demanded ‘draconian’ 
conditions be imposed before arbitration talks could 
start, which included the talks to be legally binding. 

According to the union, the drivers voted over¬ 
whelmingly to reject the conditions and for a further 
industrial action ballot to be held which, depending 
on the result, could mean a further 12 weeks of strike 
action running over the Christmas and New Year pe¬ 
riod. 

Unite regional officer Bob Lanning said: “Our 
members voted overwhelmingly to withdraw from 
the ACAS talks because of the draconian conditions 
that the management tried to impose before the talks 
had even began. 

“The talks about poverty pay would have been hob¬ 
bled before they had started . 

“It is Unite’s long-standing view that any deal ham¬ 
mered out at the proposed arbitration talks should be 
put to a vote of the members, which is normal em¬ 
ployment practice. 

“The company wanted talks to be legally binding, 
which would have meant that our members would not 
have a vote on any deal that had been hammered out 
in their name. That is not fair. 

“The company also wanted a clause saying there 
could be no industrial action for three months follow¬ 
ing arbitration talks. This could have meant that com¬ 
pany sacking the drivers and they could not take any 
action to protect their jobs. Again, that is not fair. 

“We now have several weeks before the result of 
the next industrial action ballot is known, which 
could see strikes continuing into the Christmas pe¬ 
riod. 

“We would urge management to use this interval to 
negotiate a fair settlement and end this misery that 
the company by its anti-union actions is inflicting on 


the travelling public.” 

However, Marc Reddy, managing director of First 
Dorset, Hampshire and Berkshire, claims that the 
union had no intention of entering talks and said that 
a resolution is unclear until the union ‘stops playing 
games’. 

He said: “This latest u-turn from the union is very 
disappointing. Throughout this entire dispute they 
have acted irresponsibly and without sound reason or 
judgement. I fear that our drivers are being misled 
and misadvised by their union officials. 

“In this latest episode, it is clear that the union had 
no intention of entering in to a process whereby an 
independently appointed arbitrator makes a decision 
on pay, despite publicly stating an appetite to enter 
arbitration talks. When arbitration takes place indus¬ 
trial action normally ceases. Indeed the decision to 
withdraw from arbitration talks followed a secret bal¬ 
lot which we know many union members had no 
knowledge of. 

“We remain absolutely committed to resolving this 
dispute as soon as possible and allow our driver to re¬ 
vert to what they do best - transporting customers. 

“However, until the union stops playing games, it 
is difficult to foresee a resolution in the short term.”

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Councillors split over Domino's windows 


CALLS for Domino’s Pizza to reinstate 
the sloping windows of the premises 
they are occupying in Tannery Road has 
split town councillors. 

The take-away chain replaced the slop¬ 
ing windows, even though original plan¬ 
ning permission from West Dorset 
District Council stated they should be re¬ 
tained. They then applied for retrospec¬ 
tive permission. 

Cllr Dave Rickard wants the sloping 
windows to be reinstalled as he says it is 
about “abiding by laws”. 

He said: “In planning terms the issue is 
not about who runs it or whether it pro¬ 
vides employment, it is about abiding by 
laws of what is acceptable within plan¬ 
ning law and especially in a conserva¬ 
tion area. 

“This was an iconic building with a 


significant history going back to the 50s. 
The design was protected by the plan¬ 
ning permission specifically stating that 
the window alignment was to remain the 
same. That meant that if they felt that the 
windows needed to be replaced then 
they had to be done so in a like-for-like 
manner. 

“The existing windows may have had 
a safety issue, but this was due to their 
age, not their design. 

“In terms of what people wanted in 
Bridport it was clear that the majority of 
the planning committee would rather it 
was run by a local independent person 
using local produce than a large Ameri¬ 
can multinational company, where 
money disappears not only out of Brid¬ 
port, but out of Britain. 

“There was also concern that the orig¬ 


inal function of the cafe, which was to 
provide a varied mix of affordable re¬ 
freshments to travellers using the bus 
station - a task it did well for many 
decades - had been lost. 

“Now it caters for fast food which is 
expensive and results in litter around the 
town. This of course is not a planning 
issue but it does nothing to enhance the 
reputation of Bridport.” 

However, Cllr Keith Day feels it would 
be costly and unnecessary to change the 
windows back, adding that Domino’s 
has improved the building. 

He said: “I don’t know what all the fuss 
is about. It is not a listed building and in 
its original guise had little architectural 
merit. It did not enhance our town. 

“I believe the residents of Bridport are 
grateful that Domino’s were prepared to 
take on and improve what was the ‘Cafe 
Royal’. Forcing the company to reinstate 
the sloping windows in unnecessary, 
costly and is not to anyone’s advantage. 

“Therefore, please allow Domino’s to 
leave the building as it is and be glad that 
it is no longer the run-down, down-mar¬ 
ket structure that it was. They will not be 
the first organisation to apply for retro¬ 
spective planning approval - or the last! 

“Bridport is a town with many build¬ 
ings of outstanding architectural interest 
- but, alas this is not one of them. Rein¬ 
stating the sloping windows will not 
change that.” 

The retrospective planning application 
to change the windows is currently with 
West Dorset District Council and can be

POTS OF PIZZAZZ IN AUTUMN

DON'T worry if your summer containers 
are now past their best because you can 
perk up your pots with autumn plant¬ 
ings that will give you colour and tex¬ 
ture through the cooler months and 
beyond. 

There are two approaches to autumn 
and winter pots, says Jeremy Hall, group 
plant buyer for Squire's Garden Centres, 
which are holding workshops on how to 
create an autumn colour barrel on Fri¬ 
day, September 16. 

"If you are a tonal person and like 
things in harmony, a good way of doing 
that is to match the colour of the flowers 
to the colour of the foliage you are 
using. Lamium with silver foliage and a 
pink flower would look great with the 
silver foliage of cyclamen. 

"If you take an, 'I like it mixed' ap¬ 
proach and like rustic charm, heucheras 
are great at giving contrast of foliage. I'd 
probably use two colours of heuchera 
together - go for a burgundy type with 
a bright yellow one. 

"To get some flower colour in there, I'd 
use autumn flowering callunas 
(heathers) called 'Garden Girls', which 
come in a host of colours. Their buds 
swell, but never open, but they last ages." 


Other combinations he recommends 
include Ajuga 'Black Scallop' - very dark 
almost black foliage - planted with 
white mini cyclamen, or with the silver 
foliage of calocephalus. 

For a traditional autumn feeling try or¬ 
ange pansies and viola with Ajuga 'Bur¬ 
gundy Glow', which has a pink through 
to burgundy foliage colour. Alternatively 
go for a tonal effect by combining the 
ajuga with pink mini cyclamen. 

"Lamium 'Beacon Silver' is another 
great subject for tonal planting. Its silver 
foliage edged in green is a great foil for 
pinks and whites." 

Permanent plantings of acid-loving 
plants such as azaleas will require erica- 
ceous compost in the pot, but if you are 
just planting up your pots short-term to 
last from autumn to spring, a multi-pur¬ 
pose compost with added feed should 
suffice, he advises. 

Flowering plants such as pansies and 
violas which bloom in autumn become 
dormant in the winter months, but will 
re-emerge and flower again in spring. 

Other autumn and winter favourites, 
such as heathers, skimmia, ivy and other 
evergreens will give you at least some 
interest in the cooler months and if you 


plant some bulbs underneath them in 
autumn such as dwarf narcissi or mus- 
cari, they will add colour in spring. 

"In our autumn barrel, we are using 
the miniature daffodil 'Tete-a-tete', 
which is the most popular because it's 
small growing and produces three or 
four flowers from a single bulb from 
February onwards," Hall explains. 

"Bear in mind the height of the plants 
in the pot versus the flowering height of 
the bulbs you put underneath them. 
You can get a pleasing effect if you put 
tulips in which are clearly going flower 
above the height of other plants. But if 
they are too tall it will look crazy. 

"If you use a mixture of bulbs you'll get 
a succession of flowers. Muscari are our 
second most popular, which flower just 
after the dwarf narcissi." 

Plant hellebores in pots in the autumn 
and they should give you winter inter¬ 
est. "I'd recommend Helleborus niger for 
pots. 'Christmas Carol' flowers really 
early, as does 'Verboom Beauty'. They 
will flower just before Christmas if you're 
lucky and then right through to March. 
They prefer a slightly shadier location, 
but aren't really fussy about soil." 

Put more plants in your pots when au¬ 
tumn-planting than you do in summer, 
Hall advises. 

"As the day length is shortening and 
light intensity is not so great, the growth 


rate is much smaller and, other than a 
filling out, you won't get plants over¬ 
flowing like you do in summer." 

Good specimens for permanent con¬ 
tainers which will provide winter inter¬ 
est include Choisya ternata 'Sundance', 
which gives a fabulous splash of golden 
yellow foliage colour followed by fra¬ 
grant white flowers in mid-spring. 

If you want berries in winter, add Skim¬ 
mia japonica subsp. 'Reevesiana' to your 
display, a small, spreading female shrub 
with deep green leaves which produces 
clusters of bright red berries in winter. 

Ornamental cabbages are gaining in 
popularity as good breeding work has 
helped produce more compact plants, 
he points out. 'Curly Pink', 'Curly White' 
and 'Curly Red' are the most popular. 
They'll last up until Christmas, although 
the best colour comes from them when 
the nights are colder and are good com¬ 
bined with heucheras. 

Ornamental grasses such as pennise- 
tums are also gaining popularity, their 
seedheads giving soft, wispy movement 
to containers and will come back year 
after year. Combine them with violas, 
hedera and callunas for further colour, 
he suggests.

Dorset in top 14 forces 
supporting those with 
mental health problems 


DORSET Police has been rated 
among the top 14 forces when sup¬ 
porting those with mental health 
problems. 

A mental health street triage ser¬ 
vice for Dorset continues to reduce 
the number of times a custody 
suite has been used as a place of 
safety for those suffering a mental 
health crisis. 

National data released by the Na¬ 
tional Police Chiefs’ Council 
(NPCC) shows that in Dorset for 
the 2015/16 financial year, police 
custody was used as a place of 
safety under Section 136 of the 
Mental Health Act on 10 occa¬ 
sions. This is a reduction of 83 per 
cent on the previous year and an 
overall reduction of 91 per cent 
since the mental health triage 
scheme started in 2014. 

The project sees mental health 
practitioners assisting police offi¬ 
cers on patrol every evening be¬ 
tween the hours of 7pm and 3 am. 
The aim is to provide police offi¬ 
cers attending an incident with 
background medical information, 
advice and if needed, a full assess¬ 
ment regarding the mental health 
of a person. 

As part of the street triage ser¬ 
vice, mental health practitioners 
from Dorset Healthcare conduct a 
telephone triage service to support 
police officers out on patrol, assist¬ 
ing officers when they are respond¬ 
ing to emergency calls and giving 
advice to staff in police call rooms. 

Officers are also able to request 
the assistance of the practitioners 
at the scene of incidents. 

Stan Sadler, service manager for 
criminal justice liaison and diver¬ 
sion and street triage at Dorset 
Healthcare, said: “The street triage 
pilot has given access to vital in¬ 
formation on treatment ap¬ 
proaches, ensuring operational 
partnerships are much better 
equipped in these situations. 

“Joint working between health 
services, social care agencies and 
police provides more informed 
and coordinated responses to peo¬ 
ple experiencing a mental health 
crisis. 

“The opportunity to work in part¬ 
nership during implementation 
and delivery of street triage in 
Dorset has given some outstanding 


rewards. Use of police custody as 
a place of safety, for example, has 
been almost eradicated during the 
pilot period. 

“It is essential that we maintain 
our momentum through partner¬ 
ships, integrate intervention into a 
wider crisis care pathway and con¬ 
tinue to pioneer innovative ap¬ 
proaches to crisis resolution.” 

The service is available to people 
of all ages, whether they have 
learning disabilities, personality 
disorder, substance misuse or 
mental health issues. The force 
will also liaise with other agencies 
for continued support afterwards. 

Chief Inspector Guy Shimmons, 
of Dorset Police, said: “This is 
welcome news for Dorset. This 
scheme ensures the most appropri¬ 
ate care for vulnerable people and 
also provides proper support for 
police officers. 

“By working together in this 
way, we can improve services for 
people with mental health issues.” 

The scheme diverts people away 
from the Criminal Justice System, 
when appropriate, and provides 
access to community-based ser¬ 
vices, thereby ensuring that their 
health and social care needs are 
known and provided for by appro¬ 
priate services. 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Police 
and Crime Commissioner, said: “It 
is crucial that people with mental 
health problems get the right care 
in the right place, at the right time. 

“I am delighted that this scheme 
is consistently reducing the num¬ 
ber of people who are detained 
under Section 136 of the Mental 
Health Act. 

“With the support of health pro¬ 
fessionals, officers have the assis¬ 
tance they need to treat vulnerable 
people appropriately in times of 
crisis. This is a huge achievement 
in our partnership work between 
health services and the police.” 

The Office of the Dorset Police 
and Crime Commissioner pro¬ 
vides a major contribution to fund¬ 
ing the triage scheme, alongside 
contributions from Dorset Police, 
Bournemouth Borough Council, 
Poole Borough Council, Dorset 
County Council, NHS Dorset 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
and NHS England.

The new Dorset Police website has a ‘do it on¬ 
line’ function that allows users to make general en¬ 
quiries, report non-urgent crime and incidents 
online. It is a quicker and easier alternative to call¬ 
ing 101 and it can be found at www.dorset.police, 
uk 

Inappropriate calls received by 101 operators tie 
up police non-emergency phone lines and cause 
delays for those callers who genuinely need help. 

Callers can waste valuable police time by calling 
them incorrectly and potentially waiting in a queue 
only to be redirected to another agency. 

Superintendent Caroline Naughton, contact man¬ 
agement at Dorset Police, said: “We are working 
hard to ensure we offer the very best service to our 
public, but the only way we will achieve this is 
with your help. 

“Please make sure your enquiry is a police matter 
and use the Dorset Police website to help signpost 
you, as this is likely to save you time. In addition 
you can make enquiries online. 

“Once again thank you for your support with this 
campaign. Please remember to think before you 
call. If we work together we can offer you a better 
service.” 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner, said: “It is vital members of the public 
contact the correct agency for their query. 

“The 101 team regularly receive calls that are 


nothing to do with the police - ‘my takeaway is 
cold’, ‘there is a dead fox in my garden’ and ‘how 
do I cancel my bank card’ are typical examples of 
unnecessary calls the team receive every day. 

“We have introduced a range of services online, 
available through the Dorset Police website to help 
reduce demand on the system and I continue to 
monitor the force on call handling performance.” 

Dorset Police are always there in an emergency 
and if a crime is in progress or a life is in danger, 
always call 999.

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5 TIPS FOR MAKING DARK ROOMS LIGHTER 


1. Any room can be 
made to feel lighter sim¬ 
ply by painting the ceil¬ 
ing white, so it reflects light instead of 
absorbing it, and, of course, the walls too. Spe¬ 
cialist emulsions can help even more. Dulux 
Ultra White Matt emulsion (from £24.98 for 
2.5ltr, www.dulux.co.uk) is not only a really 
white white (unlike most pure brilliant white 
emulsions, which are off-white), it's also 20 
times tougher than standard Dulux emulsion. 
Most importantly, Ultra White contains special 
light-reflective particles that reflect up to twice 
as much light back into the room as standard 
Dulux emulsion. For soft, subtle colours, try 
Dulux Light + Space Matt emulsions (from 
£20.99 for 2.5ltr), which contain the same light- 
reflective particles. North-facing rooms are 
most challenging to decorate because the nat¬ 
ural light is cold. For this reason, avoid cold 
colours and stick to warm ones, such as yellows 
and creamy neutrals. 

2. One of the best ways to brighten up a 
kitchen is with pale - preferably white - high- 
gloss unit doors, as these bounce light around 
the room. High-gloss kitchens never seem to 
go out of fashion, so glossy doors are a great 
way to update the room and needn't be expen¬ 


sive. In any dark room, but 
especially kitchens and 
bathrooms, it's important 
to have good artificial lighting because you 
may need it on when it's light outside. 

3. In other rooms, consider going for glossy 
or mirrored furniture, and hanging mirrors on 
the walls - opposite a window will maximise 
the light coming in and make the room feel 
bigger. And don't forget the floor - white- 
painted floorboards, or shiny white floor tiles 
in kitchens and bathrooms, will help to bounce 
light around. 

4. Replacing, enlarging or adding windows 
can make a big difference to how light a room 
is, but it's an expensive and disruptive solution 
to the problem, and planning rules can restrict 
what you do. Changing the window treatment 
is usually much cheaper - swap fussy curtains 
for sleek roller blinds, for example, and you'll 
let in more light. 

5. Another radical solution is to remove a 
wall. Knocking two rooms into one usually 
gives the new room more windows and it may 
get sunlight for most of the day if, say, it's now 
both east facing (morning sun) and west facing 
(evening sun).

All but one of the com¬ 
petitors landed fish with shanny, cork¬ 
wing and ballan wrasse, tompot blenny, 
pollack and weever coming to the scales. 
Unfortunately no flounders showed so 
the prize for heaviest flatfish went un¬ 
claimed for a second match in a row. 

As the match continued Ewan Cham¬ 
bers landed a brace of sizeable corkwing 
wrasse which gave him the lead but was 
soon challenged by McMaster who an¬ 
swered with another corkwing followed 
by a sizeable shore rockling. 

Aaron Chambers eventually made it 
into third spot with a sizeable corkwing 
wrasse and positions seemed to be set for 
the match but a last minute capture by 
Ayers was just enough to edge him into 
the lead with a ballan wrasse of 349g, 
just 19g ahead of Ewan Chambers. 

Although Aaron Chambers had the 
greatest weight and number of fish (four¬ 
teen for 854g), fish achieving the An¬ 
gling Trust’s minimum size takes 


precedence over undersized fish so he at¬ 
tained a respectable fourth position with 
a sizeable weight of 152g.

The Lyme club took their two 
GRP gigs Revenge and Pros- 
perro - the newest addition to 
the fleet. 


Under slightly overcast skies 
and in choppy conditions both 
gigs got off to fantastic starts 
and stayed in the top half of the 
Cornish Pilot Gig class for the 
duration of the race.

Local athletes go for gold 


TWO West Dorset athletes will be going 
for gold this week when they compete in 
the Paralympics in Rio. 

Athlete Paul Blake will be looking for a 
double gold, particularly since his two 
biggest rivals, both Russians have been 
banned, whilst Holly Neill will be looking 
for a medal of any colour in the F41 Dis¬ 
cus. 

Neill from Chantmarle is first to com¬ 
pete, the 27-year-old scheduled for tomor¬ 
row (Thursday) at 9.40pm BST. She has 
two bronze medals to her name so far from 
the 2013 IPC World Championships in 
Lyon, France, and earlier this year at the 
2016 IPC European Championships held 
in Grosseto, Italy. 

Currently ranked in the top six, she will 
probably need to beat her current PB of 


23.76m set in Grosseto. 

Blake, a year younger, is one of the most 
consistent performers within the British 
ranks, winning multiple medals at IPC 
World and European Championships. 

Main rival banned 

He led by example at last year’s IPC 
Athletics World Championships where, as 
the joint captain, matched his performance 
from 2013, winning T36 800m gold and 
400m silver. 

With a silver in the T36 400m, and 
bronze in the 800m in London in 2012, he 
is hoping that with arch rival Evgenii 
Shvetcov banned, he can lead the field 
home in both distances. 

His races, straight finals, are scheduled 
for 2.15 pm BST on Friday (400m) and 
Saturday at 11.19 BST (800m).
